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AYUDHYA a place of fascinating link with Thailand's past by its ruins. AYUDHYA was utterly destroyed 
by Burmese in 1767 and was never rebuilt. It was founded by king U-THONG Rama Thibodi the first. 
The site is a man made island to make it defencible. Most temples and palaces were erected on and 
around the island being linked by canals. 33 kings of 5 dynasties ruled the country from 1350 to 1767 . After 
having been completely destroyed in 1767 , king TAKSIN was able to gain independence for the country by 
setting up a new Capital at Thonburi. His reign lasted for 15 years after which the capital was removed 
to Bangkok. by king RAMA the first of the present Chakri dynasty. As the capital of Thailand 
for 417 years Ayudhya has many interesting places such as, palaces, temples, statues, elephant kraal, etc. 
worth seeing by visitors and tourists. it is situated 85 km. north of Bangkok. A day trip from Bangkok is 
enough to cover the town of Ayudhya. A pleasant way to travel is by road to Bang Pa-In, a summer retreat 
of Thailand's kings with attractive sceneries a distance of one hour drive from Bangkok and thence by boat 
for 40 minutes. Bus and train from Bangkok take one and a half hours, A luxury cruise ship, the Oriental Queen of 
Oriental Hotel, goes up the Chao Phya river to Ayudhya with return trip by Air-conditioned bus or going 
up and coming back by river, in either case ending the trip at 5.00 p.m. In the afternoon Visitors or 
tourists should take Vihan Phra Mongkol Bopitr a starting point for Ayudhya town. Here a large space for 
car park is with rows of souvenir stalls all sons of “Genuine” antique, Buddhas of different sizes Nearby 
is Wat Phra Ram an old temple since 1369 built by the son of Ayudhyas founder, having been completely 
restored twice in later years Native occupation is mostly rice farming covering 80% of the entire 
livelihood. Other means of. living are commerce. fishery and Industry. Wat Phanan Cheong a famous 
and very old temple, founded 20 years before Ayudhya, houses a huge seated Buddha, more favourite for 
worship to Chinese traders than and other places. Across the Chandra Kasem Palace a motel and two 
Chinese hotels are good lodging places for one who requires more time to absorb Ayudhya’s long history 
There are also two floating restaurants for a romantic meal.
